The State Highway Department 
appropriation bill, carrying a total 
‘of $84,931,000 in appropriations 
for all State road purposes for the 
biennial period of 1929 and 19.0, 
was signed yesterday afternoon )y | 
Gov. Caulfield. The bill carries in | 
emergency clause, making the act 
effective as soon as it was signed. | 

The Governor ipproved all of 
the regular highway appropria- | 
tions but vetoed one section of the | 
bill carrying $17,388 in relief %p- | 
propriations arising from deaths cr 
injuries of road workers. He ve- 
toed the section cn the ground 
such claims against fhe State were 
unconstitutional. Similar items 
were included in the appropria- 
tions two years ago and were ve- 
toed by former Gov. Baker for the 
same reason, 

How Fund Is. Apportioncd. 

The principal items in the high- 
way appropriation bill are: 

Administration end maintenance 
of the State Highway Departmen* 
for two years, $2,251,190. 

Revolving fund for payment of 
miscellaneous and emergency items 
$50,000. 

Additional equipment and com- 
pletion of the State Highway De- 
partment office building in Jeffer- 
son City, $79,000. 


Construction and maintenance ?f 
roads and bridges, $20,200,000. 

A like item for construction of 
roads and bridges, $39,800,000. 

Reappropriation of funds i3°'? 


completion of construction projects 
not completed in the last biennial 
period and carried over into this 
year, $4,700,000. 

For road band retirement sink- 
ing and interest fund, $6,090,000. 

Other Bills Approved. 

The Governor signed 12 other 
bills, most of them of minor im- 
portance and now has remaining 
for disposition about 35 of the 236 
bills -passed by the 1929 Legisla- 
ture. 

One of the bills signed this aft- 
ernoon makes several changes in 
the closed seasons for fishing .n 
Missouri, but the uct is not effect- 
ive until Aug. 27, and few of the 
changes will be in force this year. 
The act contains these changes:
